A. H. Tharle and N. Young. The an¬ 
nual fee is one dollar and the secre¬ 
tary-treasurer will be glad to receive 
applications for membership and to 
further explain the objects of the as¬ 
sociation. A general meeting will bt 
held at the store of the Lindsay Hard¬ 
ware Company, Vulcan, on Saturday, 
the 29th inst. at 2:30 p.m. to confirm 
and adopt a constitution which will 
be submitted by the directors and to 
discuss the holding of a winter show. 


A CIRCULATING LIBRARY 

We announced in our last issue that 
Mr. E. J. Charters, of the Co-Opera¬ 
tive Company is gonig to secure a 
circulating library for the use of the 
community and the same will probab¬ 
ly be here the later part of the week. 

These libraries are collections of 
books which are sent from one com¬ 
munity to another, maintained by the 
Provincial University, and are free of 
all charge except the cost of trans¬ 
portation. The libraries are made up 
of the best popular books in England, 
for adults and children. About two- 
thirds of the library consists of fic¬ 
tion, the remaining one-third of gen¬ 
eral litrature, including essays, poe¬ 
try, history, travel, biography, art and 
science. These libraries are primarily 
intended for farming communities and 
villages not enjoying public library 
privileges. When a library has been 
read by the community it will be re¬ 
turned and another sent to replace it 
The books are loaned without charge, 
but unless freight charges are other¬ 
wise provided for, small contributions 
may be received from borrowers who 
sufficiently appreciate the service to 
help defray the slight cost incurred 
this way. However, no obligation is 
placed upon the borrower, for Mr. 
Charters is willing to take the respon¬ 
sibility for the entire venture. .One 
set of books cannot be kept in one 
community longer than four months, 
so you should get what you wish to 
read early.

Despite Unfavorable Circum¬ 
stances District Makes a 
Remarkable Effort. 


When the Victory Loan closed on 
Saturday night, Vulcan district had 
contributed $60,850, which sum, al¬ 
though it is $24,160 less than the al- - 
loted quota, is tol ridcred a remark¬ 
ably good showing, by the local Loan 
committee. In the first place the $76,- ^ 
000 allotment vas a ridiculous mis¬ 
take on the part of some one not con¬ 
versant with the crop conditions of the 
district and the handicap under which 
it was laboring. It was thought that 
if $26,000 was obtained, Vulcan would 
Have done her part toward making the 
Loan a success; ai d then the bad 
weather which prev died during the 
entire period of th 1 Loan drive was 
another discour igin.r factor that had 
to be met and oveiiome by the can¬ 
vassers whose jobs were none to be 
envied. Yet, in spite of these handi¬ 
caps, Vulcan came through with over 
fifty thousand dollars, which is suffi¬ 
cient material evidence of the loyalty 
of the citizens of a district that is ac- 
ually hard up, to variant a pat on the 
back. Nothing short of a miracle 
could have produced the entire quota 
and miracles are matters of past de¬ 
cades. ihe >um obtained represents 
hard work by every member of the 
committee and the canvassers, the 
loyalty of a distressed community and 
the widow’s mite Is always more ac¬ 
ceptable than the rich man’s millions. 

So rest comfortably in the knowledge 
that Vulcan did her bit, to the utter¬ 
most of her ability, even though she 
didn’t go over the top. 


ELEVATOR BUSINESS 


The elevators of Vulcan have been 
receiving their season’s crop of wheat 
but the same is the smallest on hand 
at this time in many years. There 
are at present about 90,000 bushels of 
wheat already stored in the three ele¬ 
vators here receiving the same and a- 
bout 40,000 more bushels is all that 
is further expected, making a total of 
about 130,000 bushels for the season 
at this point. Last year was also con¬ 
sidered a poor year, but about 300,- 
000 bushels found their way into the 
local elevators. The oats proposition 
now seems to be a serious outlook 
and a big shortage is expected with 
consequent abnormally high prices. 
Seed oats are now hard to get, and 
with the government grabbing up all 
that is in sight, the matter of the gen¬ 
eral supply is a difficult one to han¬ 
dle. This result is largely due to the 
frosting of the grain in localities 
where the crop was prolific , which, 
coming unexpectedly, has caused a- 
larm in the possible supply of desir¬ 
able seed grain for the farmers. 
Farmers will do wisely by looking af¬ 
ter their wants in seed oats at once. 


CLEAN THE FURNACE—SOOT 
WASTES HEAT 


Soot has an important bearing on 
the consrvation of heat. While much 
has been said and written regarding 
the necessity for economy of fuel, 
this question of soot, equally import¬ 
ant from the householder’s stand¬ 
point, has been rather overlooked. 
Since the coal supply is limited, it is 
absolutely essential that tl;e maxi¬ 
mum quantity of heat obtainable from 
the fuel be utilised. An i lamination 
of many heating systems shows that 
considerable quantities of soot have 
been permitted to remain deposited 
on the interior surfaces of hot-water 
furnaces, preventing the heating 
gases from the fire-pot from accom¬ 
plishing their duty of imparting the 
ultimate amount of heat energy to 
raise the temperature of the water in 
the boiler. 


The amount of the present Victory 
Loan to be issued is $300,000,000, but, 
as in the case of previous loans, sub¬ 
scriptions in excess of the stipulated 
amount will doubtless be accepted. 
General conditions warrant the expec¬ 
tation that the sum subscribed will

Recently we had the pleasure of 
reading again-the life of Florence 
Nightingale, and also her publication 
entitled “Notes on Nursing, what it is, 
and what it is not.” In this work she 
gives the world, in a clear and vigor¬ 
ous manner, the substance of all that 
knowledge of nursing, which she ac¬ 
quired, The chief duty of a nurse, 
she says, is to keep the air which the 
patient breathes as pure as the exter¬ 
nal air, but without chilling him. She 
dwells forcibly upon the necessity and 
wonderful curative power of perfect 
cleanliness and bright light. Disease, 
she sayfc, is not an evil, but a bless¬ 
ing; it is a Teparative process—the ef¬ 
fort of nature to get rid of something 
hostile to life. The chief cause of dis¬ 
ease is the inhaling of poisonous air, 
Referring to the death of children, 
impious cant so often employed to 
console bereaved patents, that the 
death of children is a “mysterious dis¬ 
pensation of Providence,” she says, no 
such thing. Children perish because 
they are packed into unventilated 
schoolrooms, and sleep at night in un¬ 
ventilated dormitories. An extraor¬ 
dinary fallacy is the dread of night 
air. What v air can we breathe at night 
but night air? The choice is between 
pure night air from without and foul 
night air from within, most people 
prefer the latter—an unaccountable 
choice. An open window can never 
hurt one. Better shut the windows 
all day than all night. 

Enter some of our schools and 
homes and there emanates a poison¬ 
ous air that fairly stifles. Invariably 
all the windows are closed and with¬ 
out proper ventilation the air within 
the room becomes stifling. More heed 
should be paid to the proper ventila¬ 
tion of our homes and schools, and in¬ 
stead of little, feeble washed-out rags, 
we would have children that would de- 
velope into towers of physical vigor, 
healthy to the core. 

J. D. McGregor, the big stockman, 
of Brandon, speaking at the conven¬ 
tion of the Western Canada Livestock 
Union at Victoria, B.C. last week, ad¬ 
dressed a few words in behalf of H.C. 
of L. Commissioner O’Connor, \yho he 
said was the rankest kind of a four- 
flusher, who had unsettled the whole 
livestock conditions of Canada. He 
objected to the statement that farm¬ 
ers were profiteers for in practically 
everything they have to sell the price 
is fixed by the government.

VULCAN 
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MANGE QUARANTINE REGULA¬ 
TIONS DAMAGING CATTLE 
INDUSTRY SERIOUSLY 


Calgary Herald 


Declaring that while conditions in 
southern Alberta are still terribly bad 
as regards the feed situation, George 
Lane, well-known rancher today as¬ 
serted that the Canadian government 
mange quarantine regulations are do¬ 
ing more damage to the cattle indus¬ 
try “than the hardest winter we ever 
had." 

“I just wish you could have been 
with me recently in the Chicago 
yards,” said Mr. Lane, "and seen the 
Canadian cattle when they come in 
there out of what the government of¬ 
ficials call ‘mange areas.’ They put 
our Canadian cattle in these quaran¬ 
tine pens and the owners have to take 
one cent less a pound for them than 
do the cattlemen with cattle from 
Montana and Wyoming with the very 
same kind of cattle.” 

“Is it the Canadian of the Ameri¬ 
can regulations which require the 
Canadian cattle to be put in the quar¬ 
antine pen?” Mr. Lane was askd. 

“It is the Canadian regulations 
which sire causing us the trouble,” he 
replied. “They had mange for a lit¬ 
tle while in Montana and Wyoming, 
but they cleaned it up. In my 
opinion there is very little mange in 
Alberta. Most of the fuss is being 
made by the mange riders and the 
mange doctors holding government 
jobs and drawing government pay.” 

Asked what remedy he w'ould sug¬ 
gest, Mr. Lane said succintly: 

“Kill off a few of the?e mange 
doctors. You can see how. it is with 
the American buyers. If a\man tells 
you there is smallpox in a\certain 
hotel, you aren’t going to stop in that 
hotel, are jfou?” 

With regard to the shortage of cars 
for shipping out of cattle, Mr. Lane 
declared he thought the C.P.R. was 
doing the best it couud under the cir¬ 
cumstances. He did not agree with 
complaints that the railway has been 
favoring P. Burns in shipping in cat¬ 
tle to the Burns yards. 

“My son had forty carloads of cat¬ 
tle to ship from Brooks and he could 
not get cars,” said Mr. Lane. “I 
went down there to look the situation 
over and found it very bad. He had 
about 2,000 head that were hit very 
hard by the storm, even the young 
horses drifting before it. Five of 
them were piled up dead in one spot. 
I also had some cattle that I wanted 
to ship from Cayley, and I went to 
the C.P.R. about it today and they 
explained the situation satisfactorily 
to me. I think they are doing the 
best they can and we are waiting un¬ 
til next Monday to ship from Brooks, 
though we wanted to handle those cat¬ 
tle out of here today.” 

* But it was the mange quarantine 
that Mr. Lane had on his mind princi¬ 
pally and he insisted that it was doing 
the cattle industry more harm than 
anything else. Any of the stockyard 
men well posted on the situation 
would say the same thing, he asserted. 
Mr. Lane, however, did say that the 
feed situatinn was very bad. 1 

“There is plenty of feed in the 
country,” he said, “but these fellows 
who are holding it are asking from 
$16.00 to $20.00 a ton for the kind of 
feed that takes three tons to get one

LAWS CONCERNING WOMEN 


Mrs. McKinney, member for Clares- 
holm, is not only a very capable and 
interesting speaker, but she has a 
journalistic faculty that is very pleas¬ 
ing. In the Farm and Ranch Review, 
Mrs. McKinney is conducting a page 
on Alberta laws concerning women, in 
which she exposes many inconsist¬ 
ences and silly technicalities that she 
is anxious to have expunged from the 
statute books. Here is what she says 
on “who may not marry”: 

So much for the manner of con¬ 
summating marriage, and the restric¬ 
tions as to age, etc., which come un¬ 
der the province of our legislatures. 
The power to restrict marriage be¬ 
cause of relationship, physical condi¬ 
tion, etc. belongs to our federal gov-, 
emment. 

A schedule has been passed of those 
who may not marry. Here we find 
that a man may not marry his grand¬ 
mother, grandfather’s wife, etc., the 
most of those mentioned not being 
very likely candidates anyway, until 
we come to brother’s wife, nephew’s 
wife, etc. Now we are taking it for 
granted that this means brother’s 
widow, nephew’s wjdow. We find also 
that a woman may not marry her hus¬ 
band 's’ b rother, or her husband’s 
nephew, or a niece’s husband. In the 
name of common sense, why? Until 
1906 a man might not marry the 
daughter of his deceased wife’s sister, 
but an amendment was passed that 
year to make that legal. Some.one 
with “friends at court” must have 
fallen in love with his deceased wife's 
sister’s daughter. Pray tell me why 
any man should not marry any wom¬ 
an yvho is not related to him, always 
supposing that he wants to and can. 
Why should a man not mairy his 
wife’s grandmother if he wants to? 
Do you anticipate this becoming pop¬ 
ular? If we bar out actual relation¬ 
ships, need we worry over such gro¬ 
tesque situations as this? A man 
may marry his deceased’s wife’s sis¬ 
ter: that is good. But a woman may

Yes*Ap are missing a certain smil¬ 
ing (ace off a familiar frfend these 
dtfys had «ur sympathies do not neces¬ 
sarily have to be puJt in print to be ex¬ 
pressive. We are dblighted to report 
favorably of her progress, having vis¬ 
ited the hospital and seen her. for a 
short time last week. One of our poets 
seems to have struck our feelings in 
one of his lines: “They remember me, 
they miss me, and they pray for me.” 
We cherish the hope that it will not 
be long before she is safely on the 
trail that leads to home.

At the convention of delegates of 
the Alberta Union of Municipalities 
held at Edmonton last week, there 
was an Interesting discussion on our 
schools and the necessity for increas¬ 
ed grants. Mr. Duggan referred to 
the increase made this year in the 
payments for educational purposes, 
amounting to some $400,000 in excess 
of the previous year. This waB not 
enough; the support of the schools in 
Alberta was still in a chaotic state, 
and more than a 7 per cent allowance 
from the public funds was required. 
He suggested a means of solving the 
difficulty, by the Dominion Govern¬ 
ment setting aside large sums of jnon- 
ey for educational work. He claimed 
this was in order, in veiw of the for¬ 
eign speaking population which had 
been brought to Alberta under Domin¬ 
ion Government auspices. The Domin¬ 
ion too, had control of the natural re¬ 
sources, and a larger part of the re¬ 
venue therefrom should be available 
for school purposes. This would not 
interfere with provincial antomony. 
Dominion money was ' already being 
granted for agriculture and public 
health and should be equally available 
for education. 

Mayor Bryan, of Innisfail, told of 
the high cost of schools in his town. 
Out of a total tax of 150 mills, the 
school tax was 90 mills and the bur¬ 
den was too heavy. 

Hon. George P. Smith, as minister 
of education defended the policy of 
the provincial government in respect 
to the school system.. Almost half a 
million dollars, he said, had been 
granted this year in excess of the 
former rate of government aid, and 
this, he declared, was as liberal an al¬ 
lowance as could be made. The grants 
to high schools had been raised from 
$200 to $300 per room, with an addi¬ 
tional $300 per room in consideration 
of no fees being charged to outside 
pupils. 

"If this is not generous enough to 
satisfy the people of ‘ Alberta,” the 
minister asserted, “the government 
cannot satisfy them. It looks as 
though our school bills this year will 
be $2,000,000, and we cannot go any 
further at present.The increases al¬ 
ready made were 40 per cent in one 
year." . 

Mr. Smith,went on to recount the 
main features of the government’s 
new educational program, which in¬ 
cluded not only the increased grants 
to high and technical schools but the 
encouragement of the consolidated 
school system, the erection of teach¬ 
er’s residences, and an aggressive 
campaign for more teachers. The 
great problem, he said, was not in the 
city but in the rural schools, and the 
government was disposed to give all 
possible attention to that problem. 
A thousand more teachers were need¬ 
ed in Alberta, the minister stated, and 
it was a matter of national import¬ 
ance that the needed forces for the 
training of the Alberta youth be se¬ 
cured. The foreigners, he thought, 
were not a menace, but were proving 
quick to learn and well deserving of 
help and sympathy.

JUDGMENT FOR BURNS 


The action brought by Roderick Mc- 
Leay against Patrick Burns has been 
dismissed by Honorable Mr. Justice 
Walsh, with costs to the defendant. 
About $60,000 was involved. 

The litigation centres around a sale 
of the Bar S Ranch, and certain cattl. 
on the Bar S Ranch, and Circle cat¬ 
tle or cattle on the Circle Ranch, both 
in the province of Alberta. The de- 
fendent contended that the contract 
called for the purchase by the plain¬ 
tiff of all of the Circle cattle ovyned 
by him. The plaintiff’s case on the 
contrary was that the contract only 
covered such of the Circle cattle a.= 
were on the 30th day of January, 1919 
grazing on the Circle Ranch. 

Mr. Justice Walsh, in the course oi 
an elaborate and lengthy judgment 
has found that although there was 
some doubt as to what cattle were in¬ 
cluded in the plaintiff’s offer, there is 
no doubt that the defendant ac¬ 
cepted all the Circle cattle. “It is a 
rather peculiar thing,” says his lord- 
ship, “but it is the case that the 
plaintiff has to go to the defendant’:- 
offer to support his view of the eqn 
tract and the defendant has to go to 
the plaintiff’s acceptance of it to find 
support for his view of it.”

All honor to one of your citizens 
who had courage enough to defy tech¬ 
nicalities ip favor of justice.
